Mixed Farming Only Meang of Pre- 
venting Soil Bankruptcy. 

In the removal of soil fertility from 
the land, the growing of one bushel 
of wheat costs the farmer of the West 
77.76 cents. This is the estimate 
made by G. H. Hutton, of the agricul- 
tural and animals branch of the 
C.P.R. his amount of value must 
be replaced in the soil to retain its 
fertility, or sooner or later the land 
will be as bankrupt as a man who has 
drawn his last cent from the bank. 

Mr. Hutton calculates the loss of 
fertility on the following basis, which, 
it has been proved, it takes to pro- 
duce a bushel of grain: Nitrogen, 30 
cents per pound; potash, 15 cents per 
pound; and phosphorus, at 8 cents 
per pound. On this basis and as- 


suming that one and one-half pounds 
of straw is produced for every pound 
of wheat, fertilizer and constituents

~ Prices Drop Five Per Cent,

reports further that, intérnationally, 
the ebb has commenced. It Japan, 
for instance; it is stated that the index 
figure which stood at 425 has tiow 
dropped t6 359, while in other coun- 
tries similar decreases are predicted. 
There have been some receveries, but 
in most cases the decreases have been 
stadily maintained. 

In the Dominion the index figure 
for wholesale prices took a record 
drop, falling five points. This is 
equivalent to a 5 per cent. drop in 
wholesale prices, and a 3 per ctnt. 
drop in retail costs. . The index nwin- 
ber for the mowth was 330.2, as com- 
pared with 346.6 for July; 349.3 for 
June; 301.1 for August of 1919; and 
136.3 for August of 1914. The de- 
crease has been largely due to loWer 
levels in fruit and vegtables of which 
there is an abundant crop. In retail 
prices, the average cost of a weekly 
family badget (including rent and 
fuel) in some 60-cities of the Domin- 
ion was 16.42, as compared with 
$16.84 in July, $14.43 in August of 
1919, and $7.63 in August of 1914. 
This budget includes staple foods and 
necessities (not including boots and 
shoes and clothing) for an\average 
family of five. '

In this very practical age there is a widespread demand for the adop- 


‘tion’of uniform methods in business, uniform systems of currency and 


2 
weights and measures uniform laws in relation to many subjects, even a 
uniform language, and some people would have a uniform and simplifi¢d 


‘calendar, a uniform church, while the extremists in the ranks of labor would 
have all mcn and women become servants of the state, with no private 
ownership of property. In a word, there is a growing tendency to stan- 
dardize everything that can Be standardized ,without giving much thought 
to-the all-important question whether such standardization would ultimate- 
ly prove to be of benefit to the “human race. 

In order to- provide for quantity prgduction, standardization is neces- 
sary.*»| The war emphasized that truth. Furthermore, standardization 
makes for eeonomy in manufacture. Hardly anyone will deny that if it 
were possible to standardize all makes of agricultural machinery, with all 
parts interchangcable, it would mean an enormous saving in time, labor 
and money. And what is true in regard to implements of agrictiTtural 
production is really true in many other lines. 


Efforts which have been put-forth in recent years in Canads to bring 
about a larger degree of uniformity in legislation are also along the right) 
line. With a Federal Parliament and nine Provincial Legislatures all 
passing laws every twelve months; and in many instances all dealing with 
the same subject, the need for uniformity where it is at all possible is quite 
manifest if confusion is to be avoided and people enabled to have a clear 
understanding of the law. It is, therefore, gratifying to knaw t yc- 
cess is attending the cfforts of those who are striving to bring about uni- 
form insurance laws, uniform laws governing companies, a ‘uniform divorce 
‘law, and so on. The various movements to estab'ish throughout Canada 
uniform qualifications for doctors, lawyers, dentists, school teachers, etc., 
eo that persons qualified in any of these professions in one Province will be 
eligible to follow them in another Province, are sane, sensible and economi- 
cally and ‘nationally wise. e . 


There are; however, some demiands for uniformity which should receive 
careful scrutiny and serious consideration before they are complied with. 
Take, for example, the agitation for a <ommon language. In the first 
place it is a-waste of time because it is impractical. People will not re- 
linquish their mother tongue, and while it is right and proper that in an 
English-speaking country every child should be obliged to learn English, 
and the teaching of English in every school sWould be insisted upon, it is 
the height of folly to expect all people to abandon the use of their native 

\ tongue. And to endeavor to provide a.universal language for the world, 
whether it be English, or French, or Latin, or Esperanto, is futile. But 
even if it could be accomplished, would not the human race be the loses 
through such uniformity and the elimination of all the beauties of expres- 
sion of which every language has its share? Even admitting the practical 
advantages of a universal language, would. not the losses resulting there- 
from more than offget the practical advantages gained? 

Then there are those who would have the metric or decimal svstem 
of weights, measures and coinage adopted all over the world. Others 
would reform the calendar and provide for a year of thirteen months, each 
containing exactly four weeks, so that any givén date would always fall 
on the same day of the weck; that is, if the lst, 8th, 15th and 22nd of Janu- 
ary were Sunday, so, too, would the same dates in all the other months 
fall on Sunday, and what would be true of Sunday would be likewise’ true 
of every other day in the week. . These changes would, of course, have 
their advantages, but in view of the tremendous upheavel they would work 
in so many ways, their adoption 1s very remote. Little is to be gained, 
therefore, in wasting time over them.

Such uniformity will tend to unify our 
peop'e; it will have a tendency to develop that~national spirit of which this | 
Dominion stands so greatly in need. Quite 
it will assist to develop interprovincial trade

and enable Canadian industrial 
and financial institutions to do a successful business in Canada. The three | 
Prairie Provinces of the West have advanced along this line to a far greater 
extent than the rest of Canada, and their example may well be followed by 
the other Provinces, and also further developed here in the West.

Make Defensive Alliance 


France and Belgium Will Protect 
Each Other in Case of an 
Invasion. 

France and Belgium’ have conclud- 
ed an alliance by which they agree to 
take joint action along a common 
liné in the event of the territory of 
either rfation being invaded. The 
pact is purely defensive, and although 
it is designed for mutual assurance 
against German aggression, Berlin 
can have no basis for objection to its 

principles, . 

When Germany, setting military 
expediency before honor, treated the 
sworn promise of Belgian independ- 


pleasant surroundéffys and failed; theyence as a “scrap of paper,” she 


‘ brought once more into the.realm of 
European politics the hotly debated 
question of the. status of Belgium 
which had perplexed statesmen prior 
f 

Premier Clemenceau, turning his 
eyes. eastward from the conference 
reom at Paris, saw hundreds of 
square miles of the fairest lands of 
France devastated by the 
methods of warfare of Teutonic en- 
emies. The “Tiger” of France had 
little faith in the League of Nation, 
and did not hesitate to-proclaim dis- 
beliet in its efficacy-in the promotion 
of world peace. Lloyd George and 
Wilson, with greater confidence in 
the new covenant, saw that, at least 
in its cradle days, itewould be ppwer- 
less to functien with that rapidity 
that would bp necessary if it was to 
be effective in case 6f a repetition 
of German aggression. Largely at 
the instigation of the French Premier, 
a triple afliance was drafted, by which 
France, Britain and the ‘United 
States agreed to take jpint action in 
case the insolent invasion of 1914 was 
repeated. 

This treaty was to become opera- 


\ tive only after ratification by the con- 


tributing countries. Unfortunately, 
the exigencics of politics have upset 
the plans of the statesmen who sign- 
ed\the agreement, and the United 
States has not only refused to sanc- 
tion the-covenant of the League of 
Nations, but it has failed to ratify 
the defensive alliance to which Presi- 
{dent Wilson, set his seal at Versailles. 
It is for these reasons that Belgium 
and France drew up thcir defensive 
alliance. The disturbed condition of 
Poland and the unceftain direction of 
German militarism havé forced its ac- 
ceptange.—From the Montreal Star.
